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THE EDUCATION OF POLITICS 


“WY EARLY everybody knows how to think, but 
very few know how to think aright. Presi- 
dential campaigns have their educational uses, 

in spite of those who decry their frequency, noise, 
excitement, lampooning, vituperation and violence. 

In a country like ours with a cosmopolitan popu- 
lation, poured from every shore into the great 
American melting pot, the dangerous man is the 
unthinking one—the one who is ignorant of the 
country’s highest needs to maintain its prosperity 
and meet the competition of the foreign producer. 

Most men are taught common sense only through 
their stomachs or their pocketbooks. It is in vain 
to preach patriotism and lofty ideals to those who 
are struggling to maintain a family, or build a home, 
or create a business to which they are devoting their 
best thought day and night. 

Stripped of personalities, the Presidential cam- 
paign, happily ended, focussed the attention not only 
of I 5,000,000 voters, but of all the people, upon the 
problems affecting our prosperity, 
preparedness. 

The tariff, the banking law, the protection of 
labor and of business large and small, fair treatment 
for the man who works on the railroad and for the 
railroad itself, our foreign and domestic policies, 
the effect of war orders on our industries, child 
labor and other matters on which legislation has 
been and must be sought, were discussed in plainest 
terms on both sides by the ablest speakers. 

This discussion was not always on the fairest 
lines, but the masses received some sort of instruc- 
tion, much of it crude and primary but still helpful. 
While we all breathe a sigh of relief after every 
exciting Presidential election, and while we deplore 
the frequency with which these elections occur, we 
must admit that something of the kind is needed to 
stir up the interest of the man who works, whether 
in shop, factory or counting room, in the policies 
advocated by the respective political parties. 

It may be said, that an appeal to the stomach and 
the pocketbook is not conducive to the highest 
type of patriotism. But, after all, it would appear 
as if the only successful appeal to the voter, to think 
out the problems that perplex our statesmen must 
be direct and personal, to gain his attention. 

This may be selfish, but, if the appeal is made to 
an enlightened selfishness, it will help to stimulate 
and encourage a patriotic sentiment, and thus enable 
the thinking ones to rule.

A TRENCH ON THE SOMME TAKEN BY THE CANADIANS 
Several battalions of Canadian troops have played a prominen. part in the 
battle of the Somme, and have taken trenches with great spirit. One of these 
positions, battered to pieces by artillery, is here shown. The horror of the 
scene is enhanced by millions of flies that hover around and swarm over the 
dead. One of the hardest things to endure in the trenches in summer is the flies 





MYRIADS OF FLORIDA FISH KILLED BY GAS 
During the first two weeks of October immense numbers of dead fish were cast 
up on the shores of the Gulf of Mexico in the vicinity of Boca Grande, Fla. Our 
correspondent writes that on October 3d the sea \ covered with dead fish as 
far as the eye could see. These were mostly small fish. After two days the 
phenomenon ended, but on October 18th it began again, with increased violence. 
Many large fish were cast up dead. The jew fish in the photograph was estimated 
to weigh 300 pounds Observers noticed the presence of an odorless but very 
irritant gas, which seemed to come from the waters of the gulf, and which 
probably killed the fish. At times the gas was noticeable half a mile inland. It ' 
caused a burning sensation in the throat and a violent headache. Local scientists AEROPLANES SHOT DOWN BY CAPTAIN BOELCKE 


believe that it originated in some subterranean convulsion of a volcanic nature.
